REMARKS 

Claims remaining in the present Application are 1 1-29, 31-59, and 61-73. Claims 1-10, 30, 
and 60 are cancelled herein without prejudice. Claim 71 is amended herein. No new matter has 
been added herein as a result of the amendments. 

Amendments to the Claims 
Claims 71 is amended herein to resolve a verb agreement issue and an antecedent issue. 

Response to Restriction Requirement 
The Office Action mailed September 19, 2008 (hereinafter, "Instant Office Action"), 
indicates that the present Application contains Claims 1 1-29, 31-59, and 61-73 directed to the 
patcntably distinct species of Figures 1, 5, 6, and 7. The Instant Office Action is requiring 
Applicant "under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for prosecution on the merits 
to which the claims shall be restricted if non generic claim is finally held to be allowable" 
(Instant Office Action, page 2, section 2). 

Applicant elects without traverse Figure 1, to which Claims 1 1-29, 31-59, and 61-73 are 
directed. Claims 1-10, 30, and 60 are cancelled herein without prejudice. 

Applicant expressly reserves the right to file one or more continuation or divisional 
applications to any of the non-elected claims or similar claims, or claims to any subject matter 
disclosed in the present Application.
